Throu gh the operation of the referen­ 
du m the Workmen's 
Compensation 
law 
passed by the last legislatu re has been 
held u p and will not become operative in 
Missou ri u ntil it has been passed on by 
the voters at the next general election. 
This law was sponsored by both indu s­ 
try and labor and was looked u pon as a 
.very happy settlement of a q u estion that 
had been agitating the state for many 
years. 
The State Federation of Labor 
joined hands with Associated Indu stries 
of Missou ri and worked to frame the law 
so that it wou ld meet the approval of the 
members of both and be fair to all classes. 
Common grou nd was fou nd and the bill, 
as far as was hu manly possible, solved 
the problem. Later the two organizations 
labored with members of the legislatu re 
and after thorou gh discu ssion, in commit­ 
tee and on the floor of the hou se of repre­ 
sentatives and the senate, it passed both 
by a large majority. Immediately those op­ 
ponents of the measu re, consisting for the 
mdst part of damage su it lawyers of St. 
Lou is and Kansas City, began a campaign 
to:force the law to the referendu m and 
petitions were prepared and circu lated in 
fou rteen of the sixteen congressional dis- 
tripts to secu re names asking that this be 
dope. 
Crews of men and women were 
hired to secu re names and by the expen­ 
ditu re of large amou nts of money enou gh 
,\vere secu red and filed with the secretary 
of'.state to accomplish the pu rpose. It was

After that he will exercise I 
a su pervisory control to a certain degree 
over applications for parole, and will keep 
in closer tou ch with the Institu tion in or­ 
der that misgu ided sentiment and sympa­ 
thy may not, in a large degree, thwart its 
real reform aims. 
Other changes will, it 
is said, also be made looking toward a 
closer scru tiny of the association of the 
you nger inmates with the older ones of 
more crime experience and more harden­ 
ed characters. 
Pu blicity in this case will resu lt in pre­ 
venting more crime in so far as paroled 
reformatory you ths have been adding to 
the increasing amou nt of it. 
It is also an 
illu stration of what newspaper pu blicity 
is doing and has done to assist in the de­ 
tection and pu nishment of crime. There 
is mu ch inveighing against the papers giv­ 
ing so mu ch space to the chronicling of 
big criminal events and the argu ment 
advanced that it has a deleteriou s effect 
on the minds of you th, and, fu rthermore, 
with its easy, idle existence and its mone­ 
tary rewards su ggests crime. 
Pu blicity 
brou ght swift correction of an evil at the 
reform school. 
Likewise it is an invalu ­ 
able aid in bringing criminals into the 
toils of the law. 


SAVE GASOLINE. 
From the Santa Ana (Cal.) Register. 
Thomas P. Henry, 
president 
of 
the 
American Au tomobile Association, makes 
a powerfu l plea for conservation of the 
gasoline su pply. 
Never, 
he 
says, has 
there been su ch need of care. 
Whether 
the available petroleu m su pply is really 
nearing exhau stion or whether the oil in­ 
terests are merely pretending that it is, 
makes little difference to the motorist. In 
either case, lavish u se of the fu el hastens 
exhau stion and raises prices, and thrift 
w ill. delay exhau stion and keep prices 
dowii. 
There are many ways of doing this, he 
points ou t. 
One is to cu t down the ‘'idle 
miles" the motor ru ns. 
Many cars bu rn 
u p more gasoline in idling throu gh con­ 
gested districts than they u se in effective 
locomotion, when they might avoid this- 
loss by choosing other rou tes. 
There is 
enormou s waste in lavishly following trol­ 
ley cars and stopping and starting with 
them everyblock for two miles. 
There is 
lo3s in ru nning an ordinary car below 
15 
miles an hou r or above 2 5 miles, between 
which is fou nd the greatest fu el effic­ 
iency. 
A good saving may be made by 
coasting down long hills, u sing proper pre­ 
cau tions. 
Keeping the engine warm is 
another way to gain mileage. 
To these 
might be added the rather obviou s meas­ 
u res of keeping all the motive and rolling 
mechanism in good working order, prop­ 
erly lu bricated, with the tires inflated at 
the point of least resistance. 
Bu t Mr. Henry, with all his good ad­ 
vice, pu ts all the onu s on the motorist.

Bib lical scholars was denied b y the 
court, Judge Raulston excluding all 
such testimony from the jury, b ut 
admitting it to b e the record. 
The case was marked b y frequent 
^clashes b etween William Jennings 
Bryan of the prosecution counsel, 
and Clarence Darrow for the de­ 
fense.

Darrow 
called 
Mr. 
Bryan the “leader of the fundamen­ 
talists,” and admitted that he (Har­ 
row ) was an agnostic. 
These wide­ 
ly separated v iews b rought many 
arguments. 
Judge 
Raulston 
asked

*were any other matters to b e at­ 
tended to. 
The only b usiness was 
the taking of photographs. 
“Anyone anything they want to 
say?” asked Judge Raulston?.
